DEER LODGE BURNED 


Winnipeg, Feb. 10—Deer Lodge, a 
road house, and one of the oldest and 
most historical buildings in Mani 
toba, was entirely, destroyed by fire 
this evening. The loss on building 
and contents is estimated at fifteen 
thousand. The lodge was built in 
1859 by H. Rowan, a retired Hudson’s 
Bay factor, and later passed to his 
son in law, Hon. Jas. McKay, speak- 
er of the Gerrard Davis administra- 
tion and later minister of the Davis 
government, The property belongs to 
R. J. MacQenzie, who purchased it 
several years ago. The origin of the 
fire is unknown.

The New Strathcona Municipal Hospi- 
tal in Strattco1a the Subject of 
Discussion B:tween the Local Med: 
ical Men and the Hospital Committee 


The question of the size, the equip- 
ment and the number of wards in 
the new municipal hospital at Strath’ 
cona has been a subject of considera: 
tion by the council during the past 
two weeks, The hospital committee 
have gone into the needs, present and 
prospective, of the town and have 
called to their aid tthe assistance of 
the resident physicians whom they 
met in a joint meeting several days 
ago. The opinions of the medical 
men brought out many valuable sug- 
gestions many of which will likely be 
acted on. . 

Dr. Crang suggested that tthe new 
building should contain at least 60 
beds and that the parjitions should 
be of bréek or concrete. 

Ti support of this Dr. Archibald 
said the present hospital contained 
25 beds and last fall 650 beds could 
easily have been used. In the near 
future sthe C. P. R. will greatly in. 
crease the present necessity, 

The necessity of at least sixty beds 


was concurred in by all the physi- 
cians, 

Dr. Crang urged, and was support. 
ed by all the others, that the oper- 
west ligit! and on the upper storey. 
This would necessitate the installa. 
tion of an elevator system, 


Dr. Archibald endorsed the elevator 
and Dr. May suggested that it be 
made part of the building contract.
